1 . The proposed amendment to the claims, which cancels 14 and 23 and amends 
claim 22, in the reply dated 5 June, 2009 wiN be entered. 

Claims 22, 24 and 25 are pending. 

2. The rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) of claim 22 as being anticipated by Irwin et 
al. (Luminescent gold(l) acetylides: from model compounds to polymers.), is overcome 
due to Applicant's amending of the claims in the reply filed 5 June, 2009. 

3. The rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of claims 22, 24, and 25 as being 
unpatentable over Ikehira et al. (US 2002/0193532 A1) in view of Irwin et al. 
(Luminescent gold(l) acetylides: from model compounds to polymers.) is overcome due 
to applicant's amendment of the claims in the reply filed 5 June, 2009. 

4. Claims 22, 24, and 25 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
While the prior art, Irwin et al. (Luminescent gold(l) acetylides: from model 

compounds to polymers.), teaches compounds of instant formula (5) and teaches such 
compounds polymerized in the main chain of a polymer. The prior art does not does not 
teach or suggest compounds of instant formula (5) as part of a side chain in a polymer. 
One of ordinary skill in the art would not be motivated to modify the gold complex 
polymer of Irwin et al. to place the gold complex in the side chain of the polymer. Light- 
emitting devices comprising a polymer with gold complexes are also taught by the prior 
art, Ikehira et al. (US 2002/0193532 A1). However the prior art does not teach or

suggest light-emitting devices with a polymer containing a complex of instant formula (5) 
in the side chain.
